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PREFACE. 

In  the  growth  and  development  of  every  progressive 
city  and  town  there  comes  a  time  when  old  houses,  even 
old  mansions,  which  have  served  their  day  and  genera¬ 
tion,  block  the  wheels  of  progress  and  are  torn  down  to 
give  place  to  modern  improvements. 

In  the  attic  of  one  of  these  old  mansions  in  the  city  of 
Hartford,  demolished  over  thirty  years  ago,  was  found 
among  other  papers,  that  part  of  the  account  book  of 
Richard  Edwards,  Sheriff’s  Deputy,  printed  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages.  It  is  not  known  that  he  was  related  to 
the  former  owners  of  the  mansion  or  how  it  came  there; 
and  if  preserved,  where  the  other  and  larger  part  now  is, 
the  portion^  herein  printed  consisting  of  twenty  three 
pages  16J4  by  8}4  in  size.  Richard  Edwards  was  a  good 
penman,  and  although  the  ink  is  brown  from  age,  the 
writing  is  plain  and  distinct. 

An  old  account  book  of  the  eighteenth  century  is  not 
without  interest;  giving  as  it  does  the  names  of  persons 
then  living  and  prices  of  the  various  commodities  then  in 
use.  _  Richard  Edwards’  account  book  gives  us  an  in¬ 
sight  into  the  method  business  was  then  conducted;  ac¬ 
counts  being  carried  for  years,  payment  deferred  or  neg¬ 
lected,  until  suit  was  brought.  The  names  of  the  delin¬ 
quents  are  given  and  there  were  many  on  whom  the 
deputy  served  writ  and  summoned  to  the  court  of  justice. 

The  genealogy  of  that  branch  of  the  Edwards’  family 
to  which  Richard  Edwards  belonged  has  not,  I  under¬ 
stand  been  published,  I  have  therefore  compiled  a  record 
of  his  ancestry  from  the  following  publications,  viz: 
“Historical  Catalogue  of  the  First  Church  of  Hartford .  ’’ 
Nathaniel  Goodwin’s  “Genealogical  Notes,’’  and  “The 
Descendants  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Tuttle,’’  to  which 
the  writer  acknowledges  his  indebtedness.

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INTRODUCTION. 

If  it  were  possible  to  describe  the  personal  appearance 
and  characteristics  of  a  man  one  had  never  seen,  was  in 
no  way  related,  and  between  whose  lives  the  principal 
events  in  the  history  of  the  country  had  taken  place, 
the  writer  would  need  more  than  the  pages  of  the 
manuscript  herein  printed  to  present  a  lifelike  picture  of 
Richard  Edwards,  Sheriff’s  Deputy  of  Hartford  in  the 
middle  of  the  Eighteenth  Century. 

And  yet,  handwriting  may  reveal  so  much  of  the  char- 
iicleiialics  of  a  person,  that  with  some  knowledge  of  his 
ancestry,  the  men  with  whom  he  associated  and  the 
times  in  which  he  lived,  a  general  description,  fairly 
accurate,  can  be  built  upon  such  a  foundation. 

If  then,  we  may  be  allowed  to  judge  from  his  chirog- 
raphv,  Richard  Edwards  was  attractive  and  neat  in 
appearance,  just  and  firm  in  manner,  and  endowded 
with  a  well  disciplined  mind.  His  account  book,  printed 
on  the  following  pages,  is  well  and  legibly  written, 
accurately  and  systematically  kept,  although  a  number 
of  entries  are  not  in  regular  order. 

It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  state,  that  in  his  early 
manhood  he  had  health,  strength  and  energy,  the  com¬ 
mon  inheritance  of  the  young  men  of  that  period.  That 
he  was  capable  and  reliable  is  evident  from  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Sheriff’s  Deputy  and  to  other  positions  of  re¬ 
sponsibility.  While  holding  an  important  office,  he 
was  not  without  ambition  and  doubtless  aspired  to  a 
higher  position — a  judgeship  perhaps — his  uncle  Daniel 
Edwards  having  recently  been  appointed  assistant  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  why  not  he,  his  nephew,  well 
qualified  in  the  law  succeed  him  in  due  time? 

Richard  Edwards  was  of  distinguished  ancestry;  his 
farther,  John  Edwards,  was  deacon  of  the  First  Church 
and  very  active  in  its  affairs:  his  grandfather,  bearing 
the  same  name  as  his  own,  was  one  of  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  and  influential  citizens  of  Hartford.  He  was 
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twice  married,  his  only  son  by  his  first  wife  was  Timothy, 
father  of  Rev.  Jonathan  Edwards,  the  eminent  theolo¬ 
gian  and  divine.  From  his  second  marriage  with  Mary, 
daughter  of  Col.  Samuel  Talcott,  the  grandson  Richard, 
doubtless  inherited  the  more  practical  side  of  his  charac¬ 
ter  and  possibly  a  military  bearing  which  would  served 
him  well  in  his  calling. 

The  Hartford  in  which  Richard  Edwards  lived  was  a 
place  of  considerable  importance,  a  center  of  trade  and 
the  home  of  many  wealthy  and  influential  people.  Two 
churches  with  large  membership,  were  presided  over  by 
able  divines  who  ministered  to  their  spiritual  needs. 

Doctors  there  were,  skilled  in  medicine  and  surgery, 
Lawyers  too,  and  plenty  for  the  size  of  the  commnitv. 

The  shops  and  stores  were  wrell  supplied  with  English 
made  goods  and  the  products  of  the  West  Indies,  brought 
from  over  the  seas  by  masters  of  Hartford  owned  vessels. 

If  by  an  effort  of  the  imagination  we  could  see  Hart¬ 
ford  as  Richard  Edwards  saw  it  as  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  he  went  up  and  down  the  highway  serving 
the  writs  herein  recorded,  the  present  almost  continuous 
line  of  stores,  towering  insurance,  office  and  public  build¬ 
ings  that  crowd  both  sides  of  Main  Street  of  the  modern 
city,  even  the  old  State  House,  built  in  the  eighteenth 
century,  would/like  a  dissolving  view  on  a  screen,  disap¬ 
pear  and  give  place  to  a  scene  so  different  from  the 
present  reality,  so  peaceful  and  restful  to  the  mind,  that 
the  spirit  of  man  would  rejoice  at  the  change  from  the 
strenuous  life  of  the  present  day. 

In  imagination  we  enter  the  burying-ground  of  the 
First  Church,  the  last  resting  place  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Hartford,  and  walk  among  the  tombs  on  a  bright  sunny 
morning  in  May  1770,  when  all  nature  was  recovering 
from  its  long  winters  sleep  and  leaf,  bud  and  blossom 
gave  promise  of  a  renewal  of  life  and  beauty.  There  we 
might  see  the  newly  made  grave  of  Richard  Edwards, 
who  born  October  26,  1727,  after  a  short  but  active  life 
of  service  to  his  fellow-men.  died  May  7,  1770.

In  1691  Rich¬ 
ard  Edwards  obtained  a  divorce  from  his  wife  Elizabeth. 
It  is  said  of  Elizabeth  Tuttle  that  “she  had  the  nerv¬ 
ous,  sensitive  and  excitable  temperament  of  a  genius.” 

In  a  letter  from  a  genealogist  he  says:  “There  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  of  the  insanity  of  Richard  Edwards’ 
first  wife.  I  believe  that  Mary  whom  R.  E.  did  not 
consider  his  own  child,  was  brought  up  among  the  Tut¬ 
tles  at  New  Haven.  William  Tuttle,  senior,  died  intest- 
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ate  in  1673.  The  property  was  distributed  to  the  widow 
and  12  children,  but  one  portion  was  given  to  ‘Elizabeth 
and  her  child  Mary. *  A  singular  expression,  showing 
that  Mary  was  an  outcast  from  the  Edwards’  family. 
No  child  is  mentioned  with  the  other  daughters  of  Tut¬ 
tle.  Edwards  had  other  children,  or  had  children  of  his 
own,  who  are  not  alluded  to.  Mary  lived  to  be  50  years 
old,  at  least,  for  R.  E.  gave  her  two  shillings  in  his  will, 
1718,  (“Codicil  dated  April  17,  1718,  gave  Mary,  the 
daughter  and  eldest  child  of  my  first  wife,  two  shillings 
upon  her  demand” ).  married,  or  unmarried,  I  do  not 
know.  Her  marriage  is  not  recorded  at  New  Haven  as 
Mary  Tuttle  or  Mary  Edwards,  but  very  many  of  the 
New  Haven  marriages,  are  unrecorded.” 

Richard  Edwards  married  for  his  second  wife,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Col.  Samuel  Talcott  of  Hartford.  Their 
children  were:  Jonathan,  b.  June  20.  1692,  d.  March 
11,  1693;  John.  b.  February  22,  1694:  Hannah,  b.  Jan¬ 
uary  3,  1696;  Richard,  b.  January  5,  1698;  Daniel,  b. 
April  11,  1701;  Samuel,  b.  November  1,  1702. 

Richard  Edwards  was  the  only  child  of  WILLIAM, 
who  (married,  about  1645,  Agnes,  widow  of  William 
Spencer  of  Hartford).  William  Edwards  was  the 
child  of  Rev.  RICHARD  EDWARDS,  who  came  from 
Wales  to  London  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  His 
wife,  Anne,  it  is  said,  was  employed  in  some  capacity  in 
the  Queen’s  household.  Anne  Edwards  married  in 
England  for  her  second  husband,  James  Cole  and  with 
her  only  child,  Richard  Edwards,  came  to  America, 
settling  in  Hartford,  James  Cole  being  one  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  proprietors,  1639.
